government on March 13. 
Violent 
itrife has raged and continues to rage 
n Ireland. 
The year ends with the 
virtual collapse of the Utopian move- 
nent for universal disarmament. The 
Jnited States is maintaining nearly a 
quarter of a million men under arms 
md is executing a naval program that 
vill make her the first sea power in } 
■vorld unless Great Britain enlargos 
ler program. 
And Japan has served 
lotice upon the League of Nations 
-hat she will not disarm so long as 
-he United States continues to increase 
her land and sea forces. 
The biggest war of 1920 was fought 
between Soviet Russia and Poland. 
Enraged at the territorial eneroach- 
nents of Poland and possibly seeing 
an opportunity to push Bolshevism 
westward and Soviet massed a great 
army against the Poles.
